The cali- 
ber AO machine gun has a range of 
about four and one-tenth miles, and 
at any distance between Its maxi- 
mum range and mutde and of the 
gun. It Li a dangerous weapon. 

"It la for the sofely of the people 
living in the adjacent area ot the 
range that they refrain from going 
near the range at any time during 
the daylight hours.

Whether he was referring to the city ad- 
ministration, the Twin Falls Chamber of 
Cotnmeree, the city planning board, or Bomi 
other group, makes no difference, because all 
fluch public bodies are criticized constantly 
by those who make It a business of finding 
fault. 

We have observed something rather Inter- 
esting In this connection, and wo would like 
to call It to the Inult-flnders' attention. 
Whether they realize It or not, the above- 
mentioned organizations and others welcome 
the suggestions and help of everyone who 
has any desire to bo of assistance In building 
R better community. 

Wo can recall a number of instances when 
these organizations have actually encouraged 
representative turnouts at public meetings to 
discuss community problems and determine 
local poUcles, with the result that such meet- 
. IngE failed completely ot their purpose 
\ through lack ot public Interest and attend- 
ance. 

We have observed also that much of the 
crltlcUm one hears U based on Ignorance and 
prejudice resulting from the fault-finders' 
neglect to lamlllarlze themselves with the 
. facts. 

Thoae familiar with organizational work 
know only too well that the so-called wheel- 
horsea "ara worked to death." and usually 
only for the reason that these wheel-horses 
respond faithfully to all reasonable requests 
for community service. 

Tou <eldom see the chronic fault-finder at 
a meeting of the city council, the Chamber of 
Commerce, or tho planning board. You sel- 
dom aeetlm taking part In community activi- 
ties. Usually he Isn't the type who will give of 
his time and effort. 

Ho would rather belly-ache and find fault 
with thoae who are trying to do their best.

Apparently, It Is difficult for some people 
to realize that those who volunteer for pub- 
lic service, auch as selling war bonds, do so 
because they feel It is their duty as good 
American citizens to lend such effort. 

One of the greatest faults of the American 
people Is that too few will give of their time 
and effort to meet their Just obligations to 
their county, and too many do nothing more 
than criticize those comparative few who ac- 
cept their obligations conscientiously.
